Charles P. Burgess from the director 
of the WAA appraisal division in 
Washington, D.C. The announce- 
ment was made after a review by 
the WAA regional offices in San 
Francisco, which made the original 
appraisal of $145,600. 

Mayor Burgess explained that 
while the original appraisal has 
not been reduced, as requested by 
the city, the “bargain” price still 
holds under an act of congress 
permitting a 50 per cent discount 
on appraisals of such property 
used for municipal recreation pur- 
poses. 

While the total appraisal of the 
Dibble property stands at $145,000, it 
is calculated that the value of the 
portion to be used for public recrea- 
tion is $120,000. Under the 50 per 
cent discount, that portion will cost 
$60,000, leaving a balance of $25,000 
for a total cost of $85,000. 

That $85,000 was the sum consid- 
ered when the city council decided 
to market only $99,000 of the $145,- 
000 in bonds approved for the Dib- 
ble project. Marketing the $99,- 
000 provides the $85,000 needed for 
purchase of the property and leaves 
$14,000 for improvements necessary 
to convert the property into a civic 
center and recreation area. 

Refusal of the WAA to reduce 
the appraisal constitutes no major 
disappointment or obstacle to de- 
velopment, Mayor Burgess said. The 
move toward seeking a reduction in 
appraisal was begun before congress 

passed the act allowing a 50 per cent 
discount on property obtained for 
recreation purposes. 

In the letter to the mayor, the 
WAA appraisal division said that 
the city’s presentation of its case 
had been carefully studied and 
that conferences had been con- 
ducted by telephone with the re- 
gional office in San Francisco in 
an effort to resolve the issue. 

As a result of these conferences, 
the letter said, the San Francisco 
office made a reinvestigation of the 
appraised values, and decided that 
the original valuation was “consist- 
ent with the best use of the prop- 
erty by any prospective purchaser, 
whether it be a municipality, insti-. 
tution or a club.” 

On that basis, the Washington 
office of WAA concurred in the or- 
iginal appraisal report. 

Mayor Burgess pointed out that 
had there been a reduction in the 
appraisal, there would have been a 
consequent reduction in the price to

PEOPLE’S CHOICE 


Residents of Menlo Park have taken advantage of an un- 
official poll to express their preference for a standard type 
of street sign in residential areas. A majority of all “ballots” 
was marked for the horizontal name plate affixed atop a pole. 

Supporters of this type of marker outnumbered by nearly 
two to one those favoring the wooden post with vertical letter- 
ing. Trailing far behind was support for curbstone lettering. 

Next step will be for a chamber of commerce street sign- 
ing committee to get together with city officials and work out 
an actual program of placing signs where they now are lacking 
—a condition which brought about the project—and of re- 
placements to provide a uniform system of residential area 
street marking. 

The chamber of commerce committee sought public ex- 
pression for its guidance, which was a commendable step. It 
has promised to give every possible consideration to the public’s, 
wishes in working out the program with city officials. Cost 
will be a major factor in selecting a standard sign. 

Regardless of whatever system eventually is adopted, it 
won't satisfy everybody. But any individual dissatisfaction 
should be pretty much submerged by the meeting of an overall 
community need . . . and there is no doubt about that need 
in fast-growing Menlo Park.

Last Thursday night’s meeting of 
the Peninsula mayors and managers 
in Menlo Park was so productive of 
ideas and valuable exchange of in- 
formation that the group decided to 
make it a regular affair every other 
month, with South San Francisco 
to be the next host. The subject 
of last week’s discussion was a mun- 
icipal sales tax of % per cent for the 
Peninsula cities. 

In general the cities fell into two 
broad groups, according to their un- 
official spokesmen: Those that were 


ADVICE TO DRIVERS | 


The San Mateo County Traffic Commission, in announcing 
its August slogan ‘Don’t Rely On The Other Guy,’ offers these 
pertinent thoughts: 

“It takes two to make a traffic accident, just as it takes 
two to make a quarre!. Number One is the driver. Some- 
times the other party is a fixed object, or carelessness or bad 
judgment. 

“But in 92 per cent of all traffic accidents within settled 
communities, says the National Safety Council, the other half 
of an accident is another person—a driver or a pedestrian. 
In rural communities almost three-quarters of all traffic acci- 
dents involve more than one person. 

“Courtesy plus defensive driving saves lives.’’ 

That term ‘‘defensive driving’ is well chosen. It means 
making allowances for reckless and discourteous actions of 
others, thinking far enough ahead to avoid a dangerous situa- 
tion and guarding against the hazards of weather, road traf- 
fic and other conditions. 

It’s too bad the human element represented in “the other 
fellow’ makes defensive driving necessary. But it always will 
be with us. 


THE NEW SUPERINTENDENT 


New superintendent of the Sequoia High School District 
is Clyde Ogden, a 43-year-old administrator who comes here 
from Fresno county, where he has served as superintendent 
of the Washington Union School District. 

Mr. Ogden was selected by the trustees from a sizable list 
of applicants, and after interviews with the individuals. His 
appointment appears commendable for at least two reasons: 
He can bring to the position the outlook of a younger man who 
appreciates the opportunities that still lie ahead; he comes 
from outside the district and cannot be identified as one who 
is in sympathy with the old regime that was at odds with the 


trustees, as might have been the case had the Ritts 


gone to someone within the Sequoia organization. 

Mr. Ogden has an excellent background of both education 
and practical experience in school administration. In addi- 
tion, he has fulfilled important assignments as an officer of 
the armed services. 

The Sequoia school board evidenced its faith in the new 
superintendent by setting his salary, under a four-year con- 
tract, at $8500 a year. 

We feel sure the new superintendent will justfy that faith 
and we wish him well in his new undertaking. 


AND SO IT GOES 


The congress of the United States has passed an “anti- 
inflation” bill based on the G.O.P. price control program, pro- 
viding for restoration of curbs on installment buying and a 
moderate tightening of bank credits 


up against it for revenue right now 
and must soon come to the sales 
tax, and those that were still able 
to see daylight ahead. But no one 
present would forecast that his city 
would not come to this tax within a 
few years to finance public works, 
recreation, or some other need on 
the horizon. 

It was particularly interesting to 
me to note the cities that did not 
feel that they needed the tax now, 
and the reasons why. Palo Alto, for 
instance, owns its water, gas and 
electric systems, and the users of 
these utilities pay half of the cost 
of operating the city government. 
Then, of course, there are the park- 
ing meters and monthly charges for 
sewer services. 

San Mateo recently completed a 
property reassessment and the new 
valuations are about three times 
the county appraisals. Substantial 
revenue from Tanforan, from. bus- 
iness licenses paid on a gross reve- 
nue basis, and from parking met- 
ers, complete the picture. 

Assessments in Redwood City 
were also increased sharply as a re- 
sult of a property reappraisal. And 
the parking meters are in evidence 
there also. 

Menlo Park’s adequate revenue 


base without parking meters and 


license taxes appears to put us in an 
enviable position. But from a broad- 
er viewpoint the comparison is not 
so good. The city operates neither 
its fire department or its sewer 
system, and the Fire District and 
Sanitary District together levy a 
separate property tax rate against 
the people inside the city as great 
as the tax rate of the city govern- 
ment itself. As a result, although 
the city government lives within its 
tax rate limit, the overall rate was 
close to $7 last year. Any relief 
that could be given property owners 
through a retail sales tax would 
doubtless be welcomed in that 
quarter. 


The representatives of several 
cities indicated that the only bar- 
rier to enactment of a sales tax was 
lack of such a tax in neighboring 
cities. South San Francisco made 
a definite commitment to go along 
with a general San Mateo County 
movement in order to avoid a fur- 
ther property tax increase. It was 
evident at the meeting, however, 
that a general Peninsula sales tax 
is still a long way in the future. 


O. W. Campbell, San Jose’s city 
manager, gave an interesting his- 
tory of that city’s sales tax. Im- 
mediately upon his appointment he 
was faced with a budget -$300,000 
out of balance. Feeling that the 
expenditures were all essential, the 
council determined upon a % per 
cent retail sales tax. A group of 
business and labor leaders opposed 
this move, but all agreed that city 
services could not be further cur- 
tailed. As a compromise the tax 
was enacted for a limited period of 
one year, and the protesting citi- 
zens were organized as a commit- 
tee to determine what measures 
could be taken to place the city on 
a sound long term financial basis. 
At the year’s end the committee 
had arrived nowhere, and the tax 
is now bringing in about $500,000 
annually. 

At the beginning merchants out- 
side the city advertised in San Jose 
papers, urging shoppers to go there 
and save the tax (a nickle on a ten 
dollar purchase) and the parking 
meter charge. But, according to 
Campbell, that stopped in about a 
week, for the merchants didn’t get 
enough additional business to pay 
for the ads.

Veteran's Guide 


Floyd D. Granger, veterans ser- 
vice officer, announced that under 
Public Law 710, brothers, sisters, 
nieces and nephews of deceased War 
II veterans who were separated from 
service prior to Sept. 1, 1946 are el- 
igible as survivors for terminal leave 
pay. 

Sept. 1, 1948, is the deadline for the 
filing of these claims, and Granger 
urged that all qualified survivors 
who have not yet done so arrange to 
file their applications immediately 
because of the possibility that the 
lack of certain vital information 
may cause delays. 


Complete information for surviv- 
ors desiring to cash bonds and for 
survivors who wish to make a claim 
for settlement of unused leave, (in 
cases where bonds were not issued,) 
May be obtained at the Veterans 
Service Office at the Courthouse, 
Redwood City. 


Veterans attending colleges and 
universities under the G-I Bill must 
obtain supplemental certificates of 
eligibility from Veterans Admini- 
stration if they plan to enroll in a 
new school this fall. 

The certificates should be request- 
ed from the VA regional office at 
least 30 days before the date the 
term opens at the new school. Ad- 
vance requests will help speed 
prompt payment of subsistence al- 
lowances after the start of the new 
term. 

Supplemental certificates to the 
original certificates of eligibility is- 
sued by VA are necessary only when 
a veteran changes from one school 
or training establishment to another. 

The veteran’s full name, correct 
address, VA claim number and pres- 
ent training establishment should be 
included in any request for new cer- 
tificates.

planning to enter school for the first ; 


time this fall under the G-I Bill. 

1. The veteran’s first step to a 
college education is to find a school 
that will accept him. 

2. A certificate of eligibility must 
be obtained from the Veterans Ad- 
ministration and submitted to the 
school at the time of entry.

‘He 
achieved fame as a conductor early 
in his career in performances at 
Covent Garden and Drury Lane in 
London, and in the opera houses of 
Berlin, Vienna, and Budapest.
